Rome, Feb. 22.—(Radio)—What part has the Church to 
play in the salvation of human society and in the establish- 
ment of lasting external and internal peace? 
Pope Pius XII gave the answer to this question, put to 
the Church by peoples everywhere “in anxious expectancy 


The Church “must today, as nev- 
er before, live her mission.” the 
‘Pontiff said in an allocution broad- 
cast to the world. “She must re- 
ject more emphatically than ever 
that false and narrow concept of 
her spirituality and her interior 
life, which would confine her, blind 
and mute, in the retirement of the 
sanctuary.” 

The Holy Father spoke last 
Wednesday, February 20, after 
having conferred birettas on 29 of 
the 32 new Princes of the Church 
who have been raised in this week’s 
historic ceremonies to the dignity 
of the Cardinalate. He delivered 
his 30-minute allocution in the vast 


‘Hall of Benedictions which was 


filled by an illustrious gathering of 
thousands representing almost all 
countries of the earth. 

“The Church cannot shut her- 
self off,” Pope Pius militantly in- 
sisted, “inert in the privacy of her 
churches, and thus desert her di- 
vinely providential mission of form- 
ing the complete man, and thereby 
collaborating without rest in the 
construction of the solid founda- 
tions of society.” 

He repeatedly stressed the supra- 
national character of the Church, as 
outwardly demonstrated by the 
composition of the Sacred College 
of Cardinals, but, he insisted, this 
supranational nature “does not 
mean that it is the office of the 
Chureh to include, and somehow 
embrace, as in a gigantic world 
empire, all human society.” Such 
& conception of the Church “as an 
earthly empire and world domina- 
tion,” is “fundamentally false,” he 
declared. 

The Pope delivered his address 
standing before the newly created 
Cardinals, who were seated in a 
semi-circle. They wore purple robes 
and held the scarlet birettas, sym- 
bols of their new dignity, in their

| The Bishop's 
Chat 


My dear Flock: 
Although Lent is late this 
year, it is now at our door. 
Since the war is over, and 
most: people are not engaged in 
overtime or any night work, the 
Bishops of the United States, of 
course, feel obliged to have the 
holy season respected and ob- 
served as well as it can be ob- 
served under existing conditions. 
I hardly need to tell you that 
the season of Lent has been kept 
almost from the days of the 
Apostles — nineteen centuries 
ago. During the Middle Ages it 
was observed very strictly. The 
fast during every day of Lent 
was much like our Good Friday 
fast. People ate only one full 
meal a day and there was usual- 
ly no meat at that meal. As time 
went on, the regulations were 
modified, so that people might, in 
addition to the full meal taken 
either at noon or in the evening, 
partake of a little food, meat ex- 
cluded, about six hours either in 
advance or after that full meal. 
Then arose the custom in the 
United States of allowing the 
people to partake of a couple of 
ounces of unbuttered bread with 
coffee or tea in the morning, and 
to dispense from the abstinence 
from meat (at one meal) on all 
days except Wednesday and Fri- 
days. During the war, even 
when people worked extremely 
hard there were two meatless 
days observed in many states. 
This year, however, the four 
Bishops of Indiana have agreed 
to mitigate the Lenten law even 
more. They will permit people to 
partake of their customary fruit 
juices when they break their fast 
in the morning, and to eat more 
than one piece of bread (two 
ounces) if they feel they need it.

Regulations For Lent 


The following are the regulations for fasting and. absti- 
nence during Lent in the Diocese of Fort Wayne. 

1. Lenten fast and abstinence begin on Ash Wednes- 
day and cease on Holy Saturday at mid-day. 
of Lent, except Sundays, are fast days. 
Fridays of Lent—excepting the Wednesday in Holy Week-—— 
Ember Saturday and Holy Saturday until noon, are also days 


2. Those who have passed their twenty-first birthday and 
have not yet passed their fifty-ninth birthday are obliged 
The sick and the convalescent, those to whom fast- 
ing would cause grave injury to health or would cause such 
exhaustion as would interfere with their daily duties, are 
excused from the Lenten fast. Those who are in doubt whether 
or not they are excused should consult their confessor or 


3. Those who are obliged to fast are allowed but one full 
meal a day, either at noon or in the evening. They may eat

‘America Is Champion Of Genuine 
Democracy, Cardinal Stritch Says 
In Rome Broadcast To United States 


Emphasizes Grave Responsibility 
Of This Position, Points Out ‘Bogus 
Democracy” Of Tyrannical Imperialism 


Rome, Feb. 23.—(Radio)—(NC)—Emphasizing Amer- 
ica’s great and grave responsibility as the champion before 
all nations of genuine democracy, Cardinal Samuel A, Stritch, 
Archbishop of Chicago and Chairman of the Administrative 
Board of the National Catholic Welfare Conference, said in 
a broadcast here to the United States: “We must not fail to 


recognize the bogus democracy of 
our times which, in its substance, 
is a crushing tyrannical imperial- 
ism.” 

The Cardinal spoke to the United 
States from the Vatican radio sta- 
tion. He drew attention to the 
Pope’s allocution to the newly cre- 
ated Cardinals, dealing with the 
supranational character of the 
Church, and said that the Church 
has “a precious indispensable con- 
tribution” to make to lasting peace 
in human society. | 

“Here in this venerable city of 
Rome,” Cardinal Stritch said, “a 
monument witnessing the full story 


¢ | of civilization with its tragedies, 


triumphs and the constant challenge 
of succeeding generations to defend 
and preserve and rightly interpret 
Christian truth in terms of chang- 
ing social conditions, there has been 
displayed these days the magnifi- 
cent, inspiring, gripping spectacle 
of the world unity of the Church. 

“Distinguished prelates with 
their entourages from all parts of 
the world, of different languages, 
customs and national affiliations, 


have met at a solemn 1

“Addressing the new Cardinals 
our Holy Father, opportunely and 
with characteristic precision of 
language and thought, pointed out 
that the unity of the Church is 
supranational, founded in the very 
depths of the soul of man. She 
seeks out, he said, above all, man 
as such. Her work is to form 
man, to model and perfect him in 
the Divine Image. She echoes the 
invitation of the Savior: ‘Come and 
follow Me.’” 


“She does not ask men to desert 
their homes and customs but only 
that by an interior motion they 
go to Him and be, together with 
Him, sons of God. She enriches 
and ennobles the human person and 
adds splendor to human dignity.

Pope Calls For 
Order Of Truth, 
Justice And Love 


American Cardinals 
Officially Take Over 
Churches In Rome 


Vatican City, Feb. 25—Pope Pius 
XII, addressing the College of 
Cardinals and diplomats accredited 
to the Holy See, called today for 
establishment of “a new order 
based on truth, justice. and love.” 

It was the first time a Pontiff 
ever had received the diplomatie 
corps and Cardinals jointly. The 
Pope told the gathering in the 
Vatican’s consistorial hall: 

“This double universality of the 
Sacred College and the diplomatie 
corps gives a visible image of 
the true supranationality of the 
Church, which, far from casting a 
shadow on any particular nation- 
ality, on the contrary favors and, 
thanks to a happy harmonization, 
gives value to the characteristics 
and resources of each one in re- 
spect of their autonomy and their 
originality.” 

Be Objective, Diplomats Told 

The Pope also told the diplomats 
to be objective in their relations. | 

“Often the diplomatic world finds 
itself in contact with the world of 
propaganda,” he said. “But this 
propaganda must follow a_ holy 
sacred law of truth and objec- 
tivity.” 

The address closed with the Pope 

sending his Apostolic Benediction 
to all nations represented by diplo- 
mats present. 
Two United States Cardinals, 
Samuel A. Stritch of Chicago and 
Edward Mooney of Detroit, took 
titular possession yesterday of 
churches within the holy city. 

Cardinal Stritch, in assuming the 
Cardinalitial title of the church of 
St. Agnes Outside-the-Walls, said 
the “sanctity and dignity and 
power of motherhood are being for- 
gotten” in the world, and “there 
has appeared again the Venus ideal 
in womanhood.” 

“We must not forget the primal 
Christian 
woman,” he added. “With all our 
progress in science and industrial 
skills, woman has suffered.” 

Cardinal Mooney, taking posses- 
sion of Santa Susanna church, said 
the responsibility for making a just 
peace rested upon each soldier. 
Card. Spellman Takes Over Church 

Cardinal Francis Spellman of 
New York took over the church of 


SS. John and Paul today and Card- 


inal John Glennon of St. Louis, Mo., 
will assume the title of the church 
of San Clemente on Thursday. 

The New York prelate, in a ser- 
mon broadcast as he took over his 
church, termed freedom of religion 
“the fundamental freedom neces- 
sary for human happiness.” 

Pope Pius received Bishops John 
F. O’Hara of Buffalo, N. Y., and 
Gerald T. Bergan of Des Moines, 
lowa. 


‘Traitor To Truth,’ Asserts 
‘Osservatore’, Again 
Paying Respects To Pravda 


Rome, Feb. 5 — (NC Radio) — 
Once again Osservatore Romano, 
Vatican newspaper, has dealt an 
editorial rebuke to Pravda, the So- 
viet controlled newspaper, calling 
it a “traitor to the truth.” 

In this instance Osservatore 
points out that it was charged by 
Pravda that the Vatican paper 
“warmly applauded” the Uruguay- 
an proposal which opposed the 
death sentence for war criminals, 
This accusation is “insulting,” Os- 
servatore declares. 

The Vatican paper asserts that 
the Pravda could have seen clearly 
that the report which Osservatore 
carried on the Uruguayan proposal 
was a routine dispatch of the Reu- 
ters News Agency on the work of 
the United Nations Organization 
and in no way reflected the opinion 
of the Vatican or of Osservatore.

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woman with whom he or she 
keeps company, except in com- 
munities where Catholics are 
few and deep-seated prejudices 
exist. In our cities and towns 
to-day young non-Catholics are 
for the most part free of preju- 
dices. If they seem a little dif- 
ficult to convert it is due largely 
to a warning sounded by their 
parents who may have been rear- 
ed in bigotry, or to their unwill- 
ingness to contract a permanent 
union, or to serve God faith- 
fully. | 

The stronger willed will usual- 
ly win. The Lutherans have 
urged their young people to 
“hold out against the Catholic” 
in the hope that he or she will 
give in. If there is to be any 
yielding it should be done by 
the non-Catholic, who cannot 
possibly be sure his religion is 
right. But most non-Catholics 
are not Protestants in the sense 
that they are members of a 
church. Every reflecting person 
wants to marry for love, and 
there can be no true lave where 
one party has no respect for the 
religion of the other and is un- 
willing to be one with him or her 
in religion, and cares little 
whether the children are raised 
in any religion or not. 

It is very necessary, there- 
fore, that young Catholics pray 
that the devil may not arrange 
their marriage, and that they, 
during courtship, make them- 
selves worthy of being directed 
and guided by Almighty God. 
Happy marriages are made in 
Heaven, and those who want 
them made there should try to 
deserve the favor as much as 
possible.

Gary.—The 1945 annual report 
of St. Mary’s Mercy Hospital, con- 
ducted here by the Poor Handmaids 
of Jesus Christ, ‘has been issued 
in a semi-comprehensive statement 
showing the activities of the var- 
ious departments of the institu- 
tion. 

The year began with 167 patients 
under care and during the twelve- 
month period a grand total of 
8,308 patients were treated. 

The hospital which has approxi- 
mately 300 beds rendered a variety 
of services as follows: treated and 
dismissed, 8,115; deaths, 257; au- 
topsies, 60, and consultations, 261. 
Of the total deaths listed, 109 lived 
less than 48 hours, and in addition 
to the 60 autopsies, there were 4 
Coronor’s autopsies. 

The number of hospital days in 
all services totalled 73,354. The 
number of persons per day in the 
hospital averaged 200. The admit 
tances and dismissals turnover av- 
eraged 22 and the occupancy rate, 
with an average stay of 8.8 days, 
came to 69 percent. 

Major and minor surgical opera- 
tions totalled 2,657; O. B. and nur- 
sery cases numbered 1,522. 

The institution treated 1,360 chil- 
dren for a hospital days’ total of 


‘7,573. 


During the year there were 3,144 
X-ray outpatients, 3,692 examina- 
tions, 636 fluoroscopies, 965 X-ray 
and deep therapy treatments and 
202 physical therapy treatments. 

In the clinieal laboratory a total 
of 50,823 entries are listed for out 
and house patients .and 2,808 tissue 
examinations were reported. 

In the emergency services the to 
tal first aid cases came to 2,747 of 
which 674 required hospitalization. 

In a brief spiritual report it was 
noted that the Sacraments admin- 
istered during the year were a 
follows: Baptisms, infants, 63; 


Baptisms, adults, 4; Holy Commu- 


nions, 5,298 and Extreme Unc- 
tions, 102. ;

Prelates Raised To 


Roman Curia and Roman digni- 
taries called on the new Cardinals 
to offer them congratulations and 
assurances of cooperation in the 
work of the Church. 

On Wednesday was held the 
ceremony of the imposition of the 
scarlet birettas upon the new 
Cardinals. This took place in the 
Great Hall of Benediction above 
the grand protico of St. Peter’s, 
instead of in one of the halls of the 
Papal Apartment where, during 
former Consistories, it was held. 

Thursday, February 21, brought 
the climax of the Consistorial Cere- 
monies. In the Basilica of St. 
Peter, at a public Consistory, Pope 
Pius XII conferred the Red Hats 
upon the new Cardinals. 

After pronouncing oaths of al- 
legiance and fidelity to the Vicar 
of Christ before the Altar of the 
Blessed Sacrament, the new Card- 
inals preceded the Holy Father as 
he was carried on the Sedia Gesta’ 
toria to the Papal Throne, directly 
before the Papal Altar in the cen- 
tral nave of the Basilica. It was 
here that the Red Hats were given 
to the new Princes of the Church. 
The Public Consistory closed with 
the chanting of the “Te Deum” 
and the prayer “Cardinales Novi- 
ter Electos,” while the new Card- 
inals prostrated themselves before 
the altar of the Chair of St. Peter. 

On Friday, February 22, the 
second and final Secret Consistory 
was held. On this occasion the 
Cardinals were given their rings 
and titular churches and deacon- 
ries were assigned to them. 

Monday Ceremonies 

At the Monday ceremonies the 
Pope entered the Consistorial Hall 
at exactly 10:00 a.m., accompanied 
by prelates and dignitaries of his 
Court. His robes of white with 
purple jacket contrasted with the 
gorgeous robes of the assembled 
Cardinals who, upon his entry, rose 
and lifted their scarlet skull caps 
in a sign of salute and bowed 
deeply. 

When the Holy Father was seat- 
ed, the prefect of Apostolic Cere- 
monies, Msgr. Carlo Respighi, pro- 
nounced the traditional “exit all” 
and ail members of the Papal 
Court left the hall. The Pope then 
pronounced the ancient prayer be- 
ginning “we are all together” and 
invoked the assistance of the Holy 
Ghost during the ceremonies which 
were to follow during the week. 


After thanking ranking Card- 
inals for the work which they had 
carried out as members of the 
Sacred College, the Pope announced 
his intention of augmenting their 
group by the appointment of new 
Cardinals. “We deem it opportune 
to elevate to the Sacred Purple 
some prelates, who because of 
their religious life and virtues, ap- 
pear te us worthy of such honor 
and responsibility,” the Pope said 
in introducing the subject to the 
Cardinals who, officially, knew 
nothing of it. 

The Holy Father then read the 
names of the 32 Cardinals-desig- 
nate and asked the approval of the 
nominations by members of the 
Sacred College in the traditional 
“quid videtur.” Cardinals gave 
their vote standing, removing their 
skull caps and replying “placet,” 


which in English means “I ap- 
prove.” 
The Holy Father then recited 


solemnly, “With authority of Al-’ 
mighty God, the Holy Apostles 
Peter and Paul and our personal 
approval, we create and render for 
public information these new Card- 


In the name of the Father, and of 
the on and of the Holy Ghost, 
Amen.” Rising Pope Pius then 
rang a silver bell to inform mem- 
bers of the Papal Court in the ante- 
chamber that a decision had been 
reached. 

In a brief allocution at the Sec- 
ret Consistory the Holy Father ex- 
plained his motives in creating the 
new Cardinals. Quoting St. Gre- 
gory the Great he said that “the 
honor of the Cardinalate is great, 
but the responsibility of honor is 
even greater.” The Pontiff noted 
that the Senate of the Church has 
suffered grievous losses since the 
last Consistory and commemorated 
the dead Cardinals, imploring for 


their work and virtues.

“Many and various difficulties,” 
the Pontiff told the assembled Car- 
dinals, “have prevented us from 
bestowing your sacred dignity on 
your new colleagues, and among 
the difficuties we recall those de- 
riving from the war which divided 
the community. of nations into two 
opposing camps and rendered alto- 
gether impossible, uncertain and 
dangerous routes of travel by land, 
sea or air. 


“Today, finally, since the war is 
over—although true peace does not 
yet shine for the human race which 
is anxious and weary—we can ef- 
fect our purpose which has been 
thought over for a long time. This 
we do all the more willingly inso- 
much as it is permitted to us to 
bestow the majesty of the Roman 
purple on men who are greatly de- 
serving both of the Catholic Church, 
and their respective countries.” 

The Pontiff went on to empha- 
size the universality of the 
Church, which does not belong to 
one nation or to one country only 
but to each and every people of 
the human family. “Redeemed by 
the Divnie Blood of Christ, united 
in the bonds of mutual and frater- 
nal charity, all are destined for un- 
changeable joys of the heavenly 
fatherland,” the Pontiff said in con- 
clusion. 

All 32 of the newly named ad- 
visors of the Pontiff became Cardi- 
nals that day, including the three 
who were not present—Cardinals 
Jules Saliege, Archbishop of Tou- 
louse, France; Jon de Jong, Arch- 
bishop of Utrecht, The Nether- 
lands, who were ill, and Josef Min- 
dszenty, Archbishop of Esztegom 
and Primate of Hungary, who ac- 
cording to reports, was being de- 
tained by the Russians at the Con- 
sistory opened. 

The 29 nominees who had gath- 
ered in Rome represented the larg- 
est number of newly-named Cardi- 
nals ever to come for the Consis- 
tory of their elevation. On at least 
one Other occasion 31 Cardinals 
were created at one time but then 
the reigning Pontiff reserved a 
number of their names in petto and 
less than 29 came to Rome. 

Never before has a Consistory 
extended over so many ys. Or- 
dinarily the second Secret: Consis- 
tory, with all the Cardinals new 
and old in attendance, is held im- 
mediately following the Public 
Consistory, held in this instance on 
Thursday. This time, because of the 
record number of Cardinals which 
were created at the Public Consis- 
tory, the second Secret Consistory 
was held on Friday. 

The first business was the in- 
stallation of a new Cardinal Cam- 
erlengo, an office held in rotation 
by the members of the Sacred Col- 
lege. This item was of special in- 
terest to Americans because at this 
Consistory Cardinal Pietro Fuma- 
soni-Biondi, who served as Aposto- 
lic Delegate to the United States 
from 1922 to 19338, relinquished the 
office after having held it since the 
Consistory of 1940. He was suc- 
ceeded by Cardinal Federico Tede- 
s¢chini. 

The Holy Father delivered his 
brief Allocution to the members of 
the College advising them of his 


nals. Next His Holiness announced 
that he was pleased to elevate 31 
Prelates to the rank of Cardinal 
Priests and one to that of Cardi. 
nal Deacon. He also announced 
that Cardinal Eugene. Tisserant 
had been made a Cardinal Bishop, 
The Sacred College now consists of 
6 Cardinal Bishops, 57 Cardinal 
Priests and 6 Cardinal Deacons, 
The Consistory proceeded with 
Cardinal Carlo Salotti, Prefect of 
the Sacred-Congregation of Rites, 
reading at the direction of the 
Pope a report on the progress of 
four canonization causes. Here 
again there was particular interest 
for Americans, for one of these 
causes is that of the Blessed 
Frances Xavier Cabrini, who died 
in Chieago in 1917. The other 


causes were those of the Blessed 
Bernardino Realini, S. J., who died 
in 1616; the Blessed Joan Elizabeth 
Bichier des Ages, a French woman, 
co-foundress of the Daughters of 
the Cross, who died in 1838, and 
the Blessed Juan de Britto, a Por- 
tuguese, who died a martyr’s death 
in India in 1693. * 

The Cardinal’s yeport showed 
that the causes have reached the 
stage where it is possible to pro- 
eeed with the canonizations. His 
Holiness then asked the opinion of 
the attending Cardinals and they 
replied unanimously that such ac- 
tion was pleasing to them, in keep- 
ing with the caution exercised by 
the Church in such matters. The 
Pope then directed that the advo- 
cates of these causes present full 
and public reports at the Public 
Consistory on Thursday. 

The names of Bishops appointed 
since the 1940 Consistory were an- 
nounced and Pallia were postulated 
for those Archbishops and Bishops, 
appointed since 1940, who were en- 
titled to wear over their shoulders 
this circlet of white wool with 
black crosses. Pallia must be asked 
for in a Consistory to be obtained 
and representatives make requests 
in the name of those Prelates who 
are not present at the meeting. 

By comparison with former oc- 
easions, the number of Prelates 
publicly elevated to the rank of 
Cardinal later in the week was so 
large that the centuries-old proce- 
dures had to be modified in several 
respects. 

The Public Consistory, usually 
held in the Sistine Chapel of the 
Vatican, but sometimes at St. 
Peter’s, took place in the largest 
chureh of Christendom and space 
was at a premium, 

So great was the demand for ad- 
mission that the imposition of the 
red birettas upon the new Cardi- 
nals was not held at the Vatican 
Palace as customary but in the en- 
ormous Hall of Benedictions, which 
stretches across the facade of St. 
Peter’s at the second floor level. 
This is usually regarded as an in- 
timate ceremony at which the Pon- 
tiff has an opportunity to greet the 
new Princes of the Church before 
bestowing upon them the Red Hats 
at the Public Consistory. 

Normally, only the newly-named 
Cardinals and their suite are pre- 
sent at the imposition of the biret- 
tas. However, with relatives and 
close friends admitted, every one 
of several thousand seats in the 
vast hall was occupied.

meat only once a day, on the days meat is permitted. In the 
morning a small breakfast, meat excluded, is permitted. Peo- 
ple may use the customary fruit juice in the morning. The 
luncheon should not exceed one-third of the dinner. 

4. The law of abstinence from meat, which obliges all 
Catholics except infants, forbids the eating of meat and soups. 
or gravy made of meat; it does not, however, exclude the 
cooking and seasoning of food with drippings or lard. 

The time for complying with the precept of the Paschal 
Communion extends from the First Sunday of Lent to Trin- 
ity Sunday. 

5. By virtue of an Indult granted to the Bishops of the 
United States by the Holy See for working people, we here- 
by permit working people and their families to eat meat 
once a day. throughout Lent, except on Fridays, Ash Wednes- 
day and Holy Saturday until noon. This Indult may be used 
not only during Lent but also on the Ember Days and Vigils 
(Christmas excepted) throughout the year. 

6. The above modification of the Lenten law regarding 
breakfast should make it possible for most of our people to 
observe the Lenten fast. 

The term “working man” includes the working woman 
if she is the chief bread-winner of the home. But those who 
avail themselves of the Indult should do some other work of 
penance, for example, to abstain from alcoholic drinks, can- 
dies, etc., and attend public Lenten devotions. Attendance at 
daily Mass fs highly recommended. 

Since the drive for the Seminary and High Schools last 
Lent did not produce adequate revenue to erect these institu- 
tions, many pastors and laymen have suggested that the 
Bishop ask for a smaller offering this year to be contributed in 
the same envelopes in which the people make their offering 
for the renewal of Our Sunday Visitor and for memberships 
in the Society for the Propagation of the Faith. I am send- 
ing special strong envelopes, on the face of which are pro- 
posed three plans to meet the pocketbooks of three groups of 
people, part of which will go to the parish church and part 
either for the Seminary or a new High School. 

As in the past, the War Emergericy and Relief Collec- 
tion will be taken up on Laetare Sunday, Mareh 31.

“Paat anyone can glorify the “Reformations” of the sixteenth 

century while observing their disastrous effects through the fol- 
lowing centuries down to our own, can be explained only on the 
theory of antecedent prejudice in favor of anything which super- 
seded the Christendom of preceding centuries. Even at the time 
of the “reformers” the old faith was so strong both in Germany 
and in England that only the civil powers could terrorize the peo- 
ple into relinquishing it. They relinquished it outwardly much like 
the Russians did in our own generation, but inwardly adhered 
to it. That was not true, of course, after a generation had passed, 
any more than it will be true that the next generation in Russia 
will have much if any faith. The children born after the time 
of Luther were not allowed to learn anything about the Catholic 
faith except from anti-Catholic sources, any more than the chil- 
dren born after Lenin in Russia were allowed to learn anything 
about the Christian faith in any form. 


Moral Standards Seldom Lower Than Now 


When we speak about morals, loose as they were in the 15th 
and 16th centuries, they were not one-tenth as loose as they are 
today. The churchmen of England, of Germany of the United 
States—of every country— are not only deploring the present 
day looseness of morals, but are despairing of their improvement 
unless religion will receive more encouragement from the ruling 
civil powers.

Cecil Northcott writes of it:

I know from personal experience how 
difficult it is for our American friends to realize the lost 
dominion of Christianity in the British Isles, but we have 
been aware of it for a long time. It is true that our institu- 
tions, both public and private, are well inoculated with the 
Christian traditions. It is admitted that on great occasions 
we go to church in fashionable numbers. But the fever does 
not get us, and our recognition of the Christian way is more 
often a sentimental and conventional one. Only some ten per 
cent of our people (according to Mass Observation, a species 
of Gallup poll) are actively connected. with the Christian 
church. The rest are mildly interested or mainly indifferent. 
Some are openly hostile.

ecclesiastics did. 

As to our own country, the editors of the most widely cir- 
‘culated periodicals, the columnists in our daily newspapers, radi@ 
commentators, the Town Meeting of the Air (which, once a week, 
conducts debates on matters national and international, eco- 
nomic and moral) never think of applying religion for the cure 
of what is wrong in the world. 

Religion was never so weak, nor morals ever so lax, or dis- 
‘respect for religious authority ever so pronounced, as in our own 
day, despite the multiplication of religions. Divorce was unheard 
of in Germany and England before the time of Luther and 
Henry VIII. In fact when Luther, Melanchton and Bucer granted 
a divorce to Philip of Hesse, they so feared that all Germany 
would be shocked that they demanded that he keep secret. the

U. S. Attitude 
To Russia Seen 
Still In Doubt 


Where Line Is To Be 
Drawn And Compromise 
To End Left Vague

Washington, Feb. 25 —(NC)— 
The most outstanding perennial 
subject of discussion in Washing- 
ton is the relations of Russia and 
the United States. 

It starts with the premise that 
the future pattern of the world 
will be determined very largely 
by these two countries. The So- 
viet Union will dominate the Near 
East, with a large slice of China. 
The United States will lead the 
democratic forces in the Atlantic 
region and the Western Hemis- 
phere. The one will champion the 
communist system of government. 
The other will uphold democracy 
The one will follow a policy of 
state capitalism. The other will 
follow a policy of free enterprise. 
Gradually this line of cleavage is 
becoming more distinct, and as 
time goes on it will become more 
apparent. 

As Professor Morrow, of the 
University of Pennsylvania, told 
the American Philosophical Asso- 


. ciation: “In the immediate future 


the peace of the world will depend 
upon the establishment of a com- 
munity of aims between Russia and 
the Atlantic nations. The ob- 
stacles to such cooperation are less 
material than psychological and 
ideological. The adherents of the 
two conceptions of secial order -- 
communism and democracy—must 
be brought into sympathetic ‘rela- 
tion with one another.” 


In this respect public officials in| 


Washington, speaking off the rec- 
ord, are in accord. The real ques- 
tion of the moment is how this 
cooperation is to be brought avout, 
and on this point there is a defi- 
nite difference of opinion.

At this press conference President |

care to discuss the situation. 

The new Ambassador to Russia, 
Lieutenant General Walter Bedell 
Smith, was a little more definite: 
“Patience is required. The montas 
and years ahead will be groping 
ones until we are certain that the 
machinery is firmly established 
through which all. nations are 
agreed to deal with each other in 
mutual understanding and for- 
bearance. The new organization 
will have its growing pains. There 
will inevitably be a period of ne- 
gotiation and compromise. 

“We, as Americans, are prepar- 
ed to go a long way to meet our 
international assoviates but at the 
same time we must be constantly 
aware of our own vital national 
interests in order to recognize the 
line beyond which compromise can- 
not go. We must expect this at- 
titude on the part of others. 

“But with honesty and frank- 
ness on both sides there is no 
reason why satisfactory solutions 
cannot be worked out.” 

By some commentators this was 
interpreted as a diplomatic notice 
to the Soviet Government that the 
United States does not intend to 
follow a policy of appeasement or 
do all the yielding, Where the 
line is to be drawn remains to be 
seen. 

General Smith took occasion to 
point out that the economic sys- 
tems of the United States and the 
Soviet Union are different and their 
points of view must be recognized. 
That is the essence of the fermid- 
able task that lies ahead.

Death Of German 
Cardinal’s Aide In 
Air Raid Detailed 


Berlin, Feb. 25 —(NC)— The 
heroic death of Father Wilhcilm 
Wagner, former secretary to Car- 
dinal Conrad von Preysing, Bis- 
hop of Berlin, is related in a re- 
port that will make part of a 
forthcoming publication dealing 
with the lives of outstanding 
priests of the Berlin dioeése. Pet- 
rusblatt, official diocesan organ, 
makes available an extract of this 
report. 

On January 20, 1944, Father 
Wagner had spent the day, attend- 
ing to his priestly functions in 
the bomb-wrecked cily. In the 
evening he returned to St. Jo- 
seph’s home for the aged in tne 
suburb of Reinickendorf which is 
run by Dominican Sisters. At sev- 
en o'clock the sirens announced 
a new air-raid. Together with the 
inmates of the home and the Sis- 
ters, Father Wagner went to the 
underground shelter. After Fa- 
ther Wagner gave general absolu- 
tion, all joined in reciting the Ros- 
ary aloud. When they had reach- 
ed the third mystery a tremendous 
detonation was heard. The house 
had been hit and collapsed. Fath- 
er Wagner and many of the Sis- 
ters and other inmates of the 
building were buried in the debris. 


Cardinal Von Galen, Foe Of Nazism, 


And Hungarian Foe Of Communism, 
Greeted By Ovations In St. Peter's

Rome, Feb. 21.—(Radio)—Cardinal Clement August 
von Galen, Bishop of Muenster in Germany, the grey-haired 
giant of a man, towering above his fellows who were receiy. 
ing the Red Hat today, may not have “stolen the show” but 
he certainly caught the imagination of tens of thousands— 


from the highest Prelates to citizens of all nations—who © 


attended the Public Consistory. 

As the new Cardinals knelt be- 
fore the Holy Father there was 
applause for each of them, but 
when the great German champion 
in the battle against nazism ad- 
vanced to the Papal throne there 
was a veritable ovation. 

Among the 32 new Cardinals 
there were many who had fearless- 
ly opposed nazism, but there was 
one who had, in the heart of Ger- 
many itself, thundered against Hit- 
lerism; and all, fro:a whatever land 
they came, knew it, and their ova- 
ton was spontaneous. 

The applause that rang up to 
the lofty walls of St. Peter’s came 
not only from those who stood 
among the humble but also from 
the diplomatic tribunes and was, 
perhaps, especially enthusiastic in- 
the space set aside for American 
Army chaplains. 

On the day before, during the 
imposition of the birettas on the 
new Cardinals, Cardinal von Galen 
also received a major ovation. To- 
day there was also a wave of ap- 
plause as the other German Cardi- 
nals, all known as foes of nazism, 
approached the Holy Father.

A Protestant Explains: 


Why | Picked A Catholic College 


By Charles William Phillips 


HEN I returned home from the army fifteen 
months ago, I found myself a husband, a 
father, and a veteran with certain rights to edu- 
cational benefits. Three months of civilian life 
revealed to me my own lack of goals, my deep- 
rooted confusion about aims and purposes, and 


my utter ignorance. 


My wife and I discussed at great length the 


'pro’s and con’s of the value of formal education 
‘and finally arrived at the none-too-clearly for- 


mulated decision that I should complete my edu- 
cation, even though it meant a real struggle for 
both of us. We took into account the fact that 
I was working hard, putting in over-time on the 
job; and we were equally aware of the fact that 
we wanted to be together in the evening—to live 
a normal married life. 


N SPITE of all the plausible reasons for not 

continuing my education, we decided that I 
might, through returning to school, find myself 
again. We did not overlook the fact that educa- 
tion has its practical value too; but we were 
mainly interested in what schooling would do for 
me spiritually. I suppose every ex-G.I. knows 


'from personal experience how military service 
'dulls one’s mind, deadens one’s sensibilities, and 


There | even produces a curious form of mental confu- 
ere | 


sion. It was to overcome this that I returned to 
school. 

But what sort of school? It could not be just 
any sort of school, for I was not attempting to 
gain skills but rather to gain insight; I was 
not trying to improve my ability to earn a living, 
but rather to learn to live. A vocational school 
was out of the question. The situation was fur- 
ther complicated by the fact that I was now a 
father, and a father who took seriously the 
duties of a father. I wanted to be better able to 
help in the spiritual, moral, and religious edu- 
eation of my child. This clearly meant that 
State institutions were out of the question. I 
had, for a little while, attended one such institu- 
tion and I well knew that for the most part such 
schools were no place for anyone who really 
wanted to take such things as God, moral certi- 
tude, and the practice of religion seriously. I 
also knew that if I did not obtain the right sort 
of education, I would be in no position to help 
in the education of my child (or children, for 
we hope there will be others). I was equally 
sure that none of the great secular universities 
had what I wanted. 


ONSEQUENTLY, I knew—almost as soon as 
the decision to return to school had been 
made—that I had to choose a school whose phil- 
osophical foundations were sound, a school where 
religion had a place in the curriculum, a school 
gaturated in spiritual eternal principles. And 
it was at once obvious that only in a Catholic 
university could I find what I was looking for. 
Where else was sound philosophy taught-—and 
taught not as the history of human thought but 
as a body of truths, systematically established 
and logically held; where else was religion taught, 
not merely as the happy guesses of men of spir- 
itual discernment but as divinely-revealed truths; 
where else could one learn of the existence and 
of the principles of the Natural Law and the 
Moral Law? And, above all, where else could 
one learn a sound Philosophy of Education and 
sound educational methods, applicable to the 
training of his own offspring? 


There was nothing left for me to do, then, 
except to register at a Catholic university. 


ODAY, a year later, I can honestly say, with- 

out any mental reservation (broad or other- 
wise) that I am genuinely glad | did decide to 
attend a Catholic university. The reasons are 
manifold, but I might mention a few: the em- 
phasis on philosophy; the insistence on logic; 
the eminent clarity of scholastic formulations, 
definitions, and distinctions; the clear, unemo- 
tional presentation of religion; the general dis- 
like among instructors of haziness in thought 
and their dislike of bluff; and, last but not by 
any means least, the clean, healthy, moral at- 
mosphere. “By their fruits ye shall know them” 
—and the fruits are certainly there. In spite of 
the sneers of those who have attended the so- 
called “large” universities (spelled with a broad 
“a”’), | can testify from personal experience that 
Catholic education is high, broad, and ‘deep. I 
know, too, from personal experience the rigid 
mental discipline of Logic, Epistemology, On- 
tology, Rational Psychology, and General and 
Special Ethics as these are taught by those who 
follow in the tradition of Scholastic Philosophy. 


And now that I 
have tasted and known how good Catholic educa- 
tion is, I anxiously await the day when I can 
proudly say, “Il am a graduate of 
University. A Catholic school? Yes; indeed, yes! 
Do you know of anything better?”

remains a blot in Luther’s life despite everything that can be 
alleged in explanation or excuse.” If that be true, how should we 
characterize the 3000 divorce courts of the United States, dispens- 
ing couples of their wedding vows and allowing them to contract 
new adulterous unions? 


United States Lead In Divorces 


Until a few years ago pagan Japan enjoyed the unsavory rec- 
ord of having the largest number of divorces, but in recent years 
the United States, calling itself a Christian country—more often a 
Protestant country—has run far ahead of Japan; and Germany and 
England, also called Protestant countries, follow next in order. 


Since the close of the war, crime has become quite prevalent 
in most invaded or conquered countries; but even before the war— 
in other words, in normal times—the United States led all the rest 
of the world in criminality of the major sort, such as murder, 
burglary, rape, etc. If men needed “reformation” in the sixteenth 
century, they need it a dozen times worse in this twentieth cen- 
tury. 


The chief objection, which civil rulers of the sixteenth cen- 
tury had against the Papacy—even when there were other rea- 
sons at that particular time—was that they, like civil rulers 
of our own times, wanted more power and did not want an inter- 
national voice to criticize the manner in which they got possession 
of it, or exercised it. Down deep in their hearts they would have 
recognized that, for earnestness, loyalty to Christ, and personal 
piety, no rulers, civil or ecclesiastic, had a record which could be- 
gin to compare with that of the long line of Popes. Among the 
Apostles one out of twelve, or 81/3%, was disloyal. Among the 


a bees Popes, even the most critical opponents of Rome can list no 


'more than five or six, or less than 2%. Every student of history 
knows the chief reason why we had even that small percentage of 
unworthy men in the Papacy—namely, the interference in the 
affairs of the Church, in elections, by: political powers. Granting 
a single unworthy Pope we can readily understand how he would 
appoint unworthy Cardinals, unworthy Bishops, unworthy Abbots, 
at the instigation of the civil rulers who controlled him. Wey 
judge the Church by the few unholy popes, and not by the many 
saints among them? During the past century every pope has been 
outstandingly saintly. 


Pope Adrian Victim Of Schemers 


Ludwig Pastor, writing on Adrian VI, who was elected Pope 
during Luther’s day, but who had a very short reign (1522-1523) 
says: 

He will be recognized as a man of the purest motives, 
who wished only to promote the welfare of the Church, and, 
in the selection of means to serve that sacred end, conscious- 
ly chose those that he believed to be truly the most fitting. He 
will have claims on our pity as a victim sacrificed to men 
around him immeasurably inferior to himself, tainted by 
greed and venality, and to the two monarchs who, caring 
exclusively for their own advantage, and thinking nothing 
of that of the Church, wove around him the network of their 
schemes and intrigues. 

Alzog, in his Manual of General Church History, writes of 
Alexander VI, the most unworthy of all Popes: 

Alexander, while making so flagrant a misuse of his 
pontifical power, never lost sight of the essential duties of 
the Head of the Church, and never compromised either faith 
or morals in any of the numerous official documents signed 
by him. As the great St. Leo remarked: “The dignity of Peter 
is never entirely obscured, even in one unworthy of being his 
successor.” 

Macaulay, whom no one will charge with being friendly to 
the Catholic Church, in his Essay on Ranke’s History of the Popes, 
fully conscious of the human element in the Church, wrote: 

The Papacy remains; not in decay, not a mere antique, 
but full of life and youthful vigor . . . Nor do we see any sign 
which indicates that the term of her long dominion is ap- 
proaching. She saw the commencement of all the governments 
and of all the ecclesiastical establishments that now exist in the 
world; and we feel no assurance that she is not destined 
to see the end of them all.

When Christ Came 


About two thousand years ago 
the first words that were uttered 
to announce the birth of the Sav- 
jour were the angelic anthem con- 


taining a proclamation of peace to 


the world: “Glory to God in the 
hichest, and on earth peace to men 
of good will.” It was in a war-sick 
world that the Prince of Peace was 
born. In pagan Rome war was the 
rule, but peace was the exception. 
The temple of Janus—the god of 
beginnings, from which we derive 
our word “January”’—was erected 
seven hundred years before the an- 
gels sang of peace on earth at 
Bethlehem. The temple of Janus 
was open in time of war, but 
closed in time of peace. For only a 
period of six or seven years was 
the temple closed. In other words, 
out of seven hundred years, Rome 
had only six years of peace. Later, 
a new day had dawned. The Divine 
Infant Whom the angels heralded 
in their “Gloria in excelsis” was 
born to hush the hideous clash of 
blood-stained steel, and lead men 
back to God. Swords were turned 
into plowshares; spears were trans- 
formed into pruning hooks; blood- 
stained lands became fertile val- 
leys; warriors became peacemakers 
and children of God. 


Christ’s mission on earth was to 
establish a triple peace—a peace 
with our fellow-men, a peace with 
God, and a peace within our own 
breast by keeping our passions 
subject to reason, 


Peace With Our 
Fellow-Men 


The problem of peace with our 
fellow-men is a headache today. 
V hen nations gather together to 
arbitrate, the discussions take on 
more lightning than light, because 
justice and charity are excluded 
from the conference. Conferences 
are held and dissolved without 
leaving any evidence of practical 
fruit. Leagues are formed and 
broken. Even treaties are torn up 
as scraps of paper. The broken- 
hearted world hopes and prays for 
the day when the Prince of Peace 
shall be firmly established in this 
ruined world.

Last week’s speaker was the Rev.

HAVE been reminded that from 
February 17, to February 24, we 
sre celebrating Brotherhood Week, 
nnd the suggestion has been made 
that in this talk I make some men- 
ion of that fact. I do so quite 
eadily, in fact with great eager- 
ess, because I am convinced that 
inless we build up the precarious 


peace we now enjoy—enjoy with 
‘trepidation and many misgivings— 


unless I say we build peace upon 
universal brotherhood, it will not 
stand. The U.N.O. of itself and by 
jiself will not do. No organiza- 
tion however intricately construct- 
ed will do. Neither will a charter 
or a pact, or laws and rules and 
regulations. Neither will meetings 
with speeches and the passing of 
resolutions. Least of all will the 
powerful coalition of a Big Three 
or Big Four or Big Five, or for that 
matter the combined military might 
of a Big Fifty-Five. There were 


62 nations in the League when it 


declared sanctions against Italy be- 
cause of Mussolini’s invasion of 
Ethiopia, but those heavily back- 
ed sanctions didn’t prevent war. 
Rather they precipitated war. 

A great many people—and more 
etrangely a good many statesmen 

now use the phrase “implemented 
by foree,” and it is their opinion 
that the League failed because it 
was not so “implemented.” But it 
will not do to implement the de-

crees of the United Nations by 
force unless also they are imple- 
mented by justice and right and 
humanity. Also we are told that 
the defunct League of Nations fail- 
ed because its directives “had no 
teeth in them.” But it would be bet- 
ter to put heart into them than 
teeth into them. The Scriptures 
have a phrase warning us not to 
“bite one another,” that is to say 
put teeth into one another. 


In a word, unless there be some- 
thing spiritual, and I will go so far 
as to say, something religious in 
the attitude of man towards man 
and of nation towards nation, we 
shall have war again after the usual 
brief interval, and perhaps after a 
briefer interval than usual. 


The spiritual] principle we must 
put into international relationships 
is Brotherhood. This, we say is 
Brotherhood Week, but Brother- 
hood, of course, is not for a week, 
but in the words of the recent pop- 
ular song for “Sunday, Monday, 
always.” 


Easy To Be Sarcastic 
About Brotherly Love 


Let us confess, however, that to 
love all men as brothers, or still 
more to love another as oneself, is 
difficult. Only a few evenings ago 
on the radio program, “Town Hall 
of the Air,” debating the subject 
“Are We Losing Our Religion,” one 
of the speakers said that if re- 
ligion involves loving his neighbor 
as himself, he confessed that he 
was losing his own religion. He 
couldn’t and didn’t love his neigh- 
bor as himself.

you like a brother,” and the reply, 
“God forbid.” 


Yes, it is easy to be sarcastic 
about brotherly love, easy to make 
fun of the idea, or to take a se- 
rious attitude and say, “It is im- 
possible.” 


But the point I should like to 
make just now is that brotherly 
love is essential not only to re- 
ligion but to civilization. The man 
who says “I cannot love my neigh- 
bor as myself must not stop with 
the confession that he is to that 
degree not religious. He must go 
on to say that he is to that degree 
not civilized. So let’s see how we 
first came to be civilized. When 
the race was savage or barbaric, 
people had a superstitious fear and 
hence a hatred of other people just 
because the others happened to live 
on the other side of a mountain 
range or on the opposite bank of a 
river, or the other shore of a sea. 
It is interesting to note for example 
that the word “rival’? comes from 
riva the bank of a river. The fel- 
low on the: other bank was your 
rival just because he was on the 
other bank. 


If members of two different 
tribes happened to meet and at- 
tempted to exchange a few words, 
not understanding each other, they 
would go back and report that the 
other fellow over there “cannot 
talk; he just says ‘Ba-Ba’; he is 
a barbarian.” 


When the Black Robed padres 
came to the North American wil- 
derness and asked the Indians “why 
do you sneak up in the dark on 
that other Indian to tomahawk and 
scalp him”? the answer was, “Me 
Iroquois, him Huron’! The same 
wild logic accounts ultimately for 
every war in history. “I am a Ro- 
man; he is a Carthaginian”: I kill 
him or he kills me. “I am Latin 
and he is Nordic.” “I am Teuton 
and he is Slav.” No matter how se- 
rious the economie or social or po- 
litical causes of a war may be, 
the war cannot start and will not 
continue unless on both sides there 
is the whipping up of racial ani- 
mosity. 


We Only Think 
We're Civilized 


Still more crazily, subdivisions of 
races have gone to war against 
each other bhecause a_ thousand 
years ago their ancestors divided, 
some going to this spot on the 
globe and others to another spot. 
In 900 and 1000 A. D. for example, 
the French were Francs and the 
Frances were Germanic. Charle- 
magne and Kar! der Grosse are the 
same man and the same name, but 
now for some-hundreds of years a 
Frenchman will fight any fellow 
named Karl and a German will 
fight any fellow who calls himself 
Charles. They both think them- 
selves civilized but they remain, 
in that one regard at least, as 
savage as the Iroquois who toma- 
hawked and scalped the Mohawk 
or the Onondaga who tomahawked 
and scalped the Cherokee. 


Another curiously unreasonable 
—tragically unreasonable—cause 
for hatred and for war is that the 
other fellow’s skin is of a different 
shade than mine. I don’t say color; 
I say shade. “There is no such 
thing as a white man,” says G. K. 
Chesterton. A white man would 
be a frightful spectacle. The white 
man’s skin is not white unless he 
is a corpse or a ghost. It is pink. 
Put that pink skin in the sun for 
a two weeks’ vacation and your 
white man is redder than the red 
man. Give him three months at 
the beach and the white man {is as 
brown as a Malay. I know a man 
who goes to a beach on Long Is- 
land for the entire summer and to 
Florida for the winter. He is a 
white man but as black as any 
black man you ever saw. 

As for the contrast between 
black man and white man: if you 
were to eollect specimens of the 
human race from the extremest 
blond in Scandinavia to the dark- 
est black in the jungles of the 
Congo, with all the infinite grada- 
tions in between; and if you were 
to place them side by side, one 
shade and color would pass into 
the next shade so peeteeny that 
you couldn’t tell which wag lighter 
or darker than the other. It’s all 
a matter of sun and climate work- 
ing through thousands of years. 
Shall we hate a man and persecute 
him and kill him because his an- 
cestors were forced into the jungles 
while eurgs roamed the northern 
seas?

God is 
Creator of all men. He is not your 
Father and my Father. He is Our 
Father. When we say, “Our” we 
take in the world. Within the 
Catholic Church there arose in the 


early 17th century an unorthodox | 
sect, the Jansenists, a kind of jp 
tanical body which declared, or 
seemed to declare, that Christ did| 
not die for all men but only for a 
select few. They even went so far 
as to make crucifixes with the arms 
extended straight up, not wide 
open, as if Christ were embracing 
a small group and not the whole 
world. | 

The Catholic Church repudiated | 
that narrow notion as heretical and | 
it faded out. The Catholic crucifix |

has the arms widely extended. Since 
Christ died for all men it would 
be the height of spiritual arrogance 
and hence of irreligion to hate 
the man that Jesus loved. If our 
neighbor ig good enough for God, 
he should be good enough for us, 
To be Christian is to be Christlike, 
To be Christlike is to have a heart 
as big as all mankind. 


The Spirit of Brotherhood there- 
fore is not impossible or even too 
difficult. And it is imperative. Only 
if we love one another as God loves 
us shall we have peace.

La Salle did not play any post 
season games in 1942, but the 
next three years found the Ex- 
plorers competing in the Eastern 
States Catholic invitational tour- 
nament at Newport, R. L, with 
great success. La Salle met and 
defeated some of the best Cath- 
olic teams in the east in the 
Rhode Island invitational. In 
1944, the Explorers wound up as 
the No. 1 team of the tourna- 
ment. They defeated St. Peter's 
High of New Brunswick, N. J., 
39-23; De La Salle Academy of 
Newport, 38-31, and Catholic 
Central of Wheeling, W. Va., 39- 
37, to win the championship. 

In the 1943 tournament, La 
Salle overcame a 16-point deficit 
in the first quarter to win out 
over St. Joseph’s Cathedral High 
of Manchester, N. H., 36-28, but 
the Explorers were edged out in 
the semi-finals by Roman Cath- 
olic High of Philadelphia, 44-41. 
In the battle for third place, La 
Salle was the victor when it de- 
feated St. Raphael High of Paw- 
tucket, R. I., 35-34. 

Not content with all those ac- 
hievements, La Salle also won the 
most valuable player award in each 
of the three tournaments at New- 
port in which it participated. 
George Geatz carried away the 
honor in 1943, while Ray Shaffer 
became the first player in the his- 
tory of the tournament to win the 
award two years, gaining the honor 
in 1944 and again last year. 

The Explorers have received in- 
vitations to take part in two big 
tournaments that are scheduled for 
this month. The Loyola College 
Tournament, to be held March 16, 
17 and 18, and the Eastern States 
again at Newport on March 28, 29 
and 30, are the Catholic tourna- 
ments in which La Salle will com- 
pete. 

Because of the inroads of war 
service, the Explorers have had 
three different coaches while com- 
piling their remarkable record. 
They are Pat Conway, formerly of 
West Catholic High in Philadel- 
phia; Art Slocum and Bill Keegan, 
now back on the job. The school’s 
athletic program is directed by 
Brother Gregory, director of ath- 
letics, under Brother Clement, 
newly appointed principal of the 
school. 

Four years ago the Explorers 
won 21 and lost one in regular 
season play; the following year 
their record was 23-1 in regular 
season; in 1944 it was 25-3 and last 
year it was 25-1. In post-season 
games in that time, including tour- 
naments, the Explorers have cap- 
tured 14 out of 18 games.

Honoring Card. Glennon 
In St. Lowis Mar. 14-15 


Rome, Feb. 25 —(Radio NC)— 
All four newly created American 
Cardinals are expected to take part 
in the great celebration to be held 
at St. Louis on May 14-15 in ob- 
servance of the fiftieth anniver- 
sary of the episcopal consecration 
of Cardinal John J. Glennon, Arch- 
hishop of St. Louis. The actual 
anniversary is June 29. 

Cardinal Glennon plans to leave 
the Eternal City on Sunday, March 
3, flying together with Cardinals 
Samuel A. Stritch and Edward 
Mooney to Ireland, where arrival 
is scheduled on the same day. 

The entire party will stay over- 
night in Dublin. Cardinals Moon- 
ey and Stritch plan to continue the 
journey to America on the next 
day, arriving in Detroit and Chi- 
cago on March 5, but Cardinal 
Glennon intends to stay in Ireland 
until Thursday, March 7, arriving 
in St. Louis on March 8. 

Ireland is preparing a national 
demonstration in honor of the 
three Cardinals. According to 
plans announced by Premier Eam- 
on'de Valera, a State dinner wiil 
be held to honor Eire’s native son, 
Cardinal Glennon, who was raised 
to the dignity of the Roman pur- 
ple. Cardinal Glennon was edu- 
cated for the priesthood at All 
Hallows College in Ireland. 

Following the second Secret 
Consistory, which brought to an 
end the formal ceremonies at the 
Vatican in connection with the 
actual elevation of the new Card- 
inals, Msgr. Giovarmi B. Montini, 
Substitute Secretary of State, pre- 
sented Cardinal Glennon, an old 
friend, with a now rare medal 
struck to commemorate the 25th 
anniversary of the episconai con- 
secration of Pope Pius XII. The 
medal was delivered to Cardiral 
Glennon by Msgr.

There are those who believe that 
Washington is too much inclined 
to follow the letter of the Morgan- 
thau plan of reducing Germany 
to a third-class power; and there 
are others who believe that our 
foreign policy is influenced too 
much by Russia, which not only 
wants a weak Germany from the 
military point of view, but a Ger-

to control and even to communize. 


Long before the United States 
entered the war we were helping 
Great Britain. Even now, it is 
proposed that we loan nearly five 
billion dollars to Britain, although 
the prospects of having it repaid 
would be slim. But while we have 
been doing this to. strengther 
Great Britain, we are doing every- 
thing else to weaken the whole po- 
sition of England by encouraging 
the Communists’ demand for rec- 
ognition of the Spanish Govern- 
ment in exile—which would work 
towards the communization of 
Spain.

We must not fail to recognize the 
bogus democracy of our times 
which, in its substance, is a crush- 
ing tyrannical imperialism. 

“This bogus democracy is not 
centered about man and its rights 
and dignity. It seeks with sheer 
might to impose itself upon men 
and make them mere fragments in 
a helpless mass. Our institutions 
cannot endure if our political loyal- 
ties are not fixed deep in our con- 
sciences. It is not strange that 
throughout our history great lead- 
ers have stressed that our political 
institutions must rest upon religion. 

“Jefferson once wrote that the 
success of our experiment in free 
institutions rests upon religion, 
morality and the education of our 
citizens.
